Dr. Debono’s Resolution.—Dr. DeBono, in moving his resolu- 
tion, said: I believe this is the first time since the establish- 
ment of this Branch in 1887 that a question affecting the 
honour of the medical profession has come up for discussion 
here, but I feel it my duty to interrupt this creditable record, 
by bringing before you a subject of the mst vital importance 
to the medical profession at large, and to the local members 
in particular, and much as I regret being obiiged to treat on a 
question of medical ethics, I am pleased to say that I have 
not to speak in order to criticize the conduct of any medical 
man, but only for the purpose of defending from external 
attack one of the.most sacred principles of our profession, the 
pivot of all our relations with the public and the essential 
quality of our honour. ‘ 

On May 4th last a 2 emg: notice appeared in the Government 
Gazette, whereby Maj r Lawson, a professional gentlemen 
belonging to the R A.M.C., was appointed to the board of the 
Government Lunatic Asylum. This appointment caused con- 
siderable surprise among the population, and especially 
among the local medical men, inasmuch as the inmates of 
the Government Lunatic Asylum, as everybody knows, are, 
with exceedingly few exceptions, Maltese, and the appoint: 
ment on the Buard ofa gentleman who cannot speak the Mal- 
tese language was looked upon as an absurdity and as an 
inconsistency, the more so when it is remembered that all the 
other memhers of the Board are equally conversant with the 
English and the Maltese languages. 

The surprise, however, and the universal astonishment 
were converted into universal indignation when it leaked out 
that Major Lawson was to take part in the meetings of the 
Board only in the extremely rare instances when an Enaglish- 
man was to be examined. This fact alters the bearings of the 
whole question. What at first appeared to be only ridiculous 
now assumed the form of a premeditated insult to the local 
medical profession, as "there can only be one construction 

ut on the matter, and that is, that the gentlemen on the 
yard were not deemed fit to be trusted with the case of an 
Englishman. 

Now this gives rise to a dilemma there is no getting away 
from. Either the professional abilities of the gentlemen on 
the Board are not considered to be up to the mark, or else the 
members of the Buard are suspected of being so biassed 
against an Englishman as to need a check on their proceed- 
ings in the shape of a military medical officer, who is solely 
appointed to the Board in order to watch that any Englishman 
is not harshly or unjustly treated. 

If the extra member was appointed to the Board because 
the professional attainments of the other members were not 
esteemed sufficient to warrant the Government to entrust 
them with the care of lunatics, why were they appointed in 
the first instance, and why were their appointments not can- 
celled subsequently ? Further, why is the new member to 
appear on the Board only when the case of an Englishman is 
under consideration ? He should have been required to attend 
at every meeting, because it is inhuman to entrust the care of 
lunatics to incompetent physicians. It is therefore evident 
that the new member was not appointed on account of any 
incompetence of the Board as constituted before his addition. 

There only remains, therefore, the other alternative, which 
is, that the Board are not to be trusted to treat an English- 
man with the same care, fairness, and benevolence as they 
would a Maltese, or a patient of any other nationality. This 
is a most grievous aspersion on the honour of the medical 
profession, and it is the reason that has impelled me to bring 
my resolution before this meeting ; 

It is the pride of the medical profession that in no time and 
in no country has it ever made any distinction of religion or 
nationality in the recipients of its ministrations. Our pro- 
fession is not only cosmopolitan, but it is essentially humane. 
We have b: fore us a suffering brother: what need have we to 
inquire the land of h:s birth or to note the colour of his eyes 
and hair? I appeal to our colleagues of both services, but I 
will not ask them whether they would consider themselves 
insulted in case it were doubted, if, in the event of war, they 
would treat wounded friends and foes alike. I know what 
their answer would be. . 

Now, if the humanity and the impartiality of our profession 
continue to characterize it even on the field of battle, when so 
much might be expected to occur to dim the judgement and 
to warp all the better feelings, it is inconceivable that in the 
calmness of civil practice, and in addition, among fellow 
subjects of the same Empire, such monstrous unfairness,

Drucs AND PREPARATIONS. 

ANDRUS AND ANpRUs (46, Holborn Viaduct, EC). The 
principal exhibits of this firm were Formolyptol, Hemaboloids, 
and Kola-Cardinette. The former is acombination of formal- 
dehyde, aceto- boro glyceride, and the active constituents of 
a number of balsams. It is a pleasant germicide, stated to be 
absolutely non-toxic. Hemaboloids are, we understand, 
a combination of various iron-bearing nucleo-proteids of the 
vegetable kingdom, reinforced by beef peptones, bone-marrow 
extract, and nuclein. They are also prepared with arsenic and 
strychnine. Kola-cardinette consists of kola and coca, to 
which cinchona, nux vomica, and cereal phosphates have been 
added. Itisa Pyne preparation described by the firm as 
representing ‘the four best tonics with a firm backbone,” the 
latter being provided by the cereal phosphates introduced. 

ARTHUR AND Co. (Ogle Street, London, W.). This firm of 
manufacturing, analytical, and consulting chemists made a 
special feature of Bromaurum, which is claimed to act as a 
direct nerve tonic and to have aremarkable power of sub- 
duing the pain both of nerve disorders and of chronic 
rheumatism. Some antiseptic handkerchiefs for the use of 
tuberculous patients, and Tanno Pumilio also attracted 
attention. The latter has the formula C,,H,,. and is 2 
remedy for a variety of skin irritations, especially those due 
to profuse perspiration or exposure to the sun. 

GrorGcE Back AND Co. (13 Devonshire Square, E.C.). The 
stall of this firm was devoted to the display of the ‘‘G B.” 
Diabetes Whisky, of which samples will be sent to medical 
men on application. . 

The Bayer Co, Limited (19, St. Dunstan’s Hill, London, 
E.C ). This firm, which is well known for its synthetic pro- 
ducts, had an attractive array of new and recent drugs. Many 
of those shown, although really young in years, have already 
become familiar. There were two or three, however, which 


| were quite new. Among thesewas Jothion. This is stated to 
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contain about 80 per cent. of iodine, and to be readily absorbed 
by the skin, and when thus administered in doses of 4 to1 
drachm a day to have none of the disadvantages of the internal 
exhibition of iodine. Its use is considered to be indicated in 
all forms of chronic inflammation, and, generally speaking, 
for those purposes for which potassium iodide is commonly 
administered. Isopral was also shown ; this is a substitute for 
chloral hydrate, and is believed to possess no toxic qualities. 
A third new drug was Metakalin. It is an antiseptic for 
external use, and belongs to the creosol group, but differs 
from the majority of its relatives in the fact that it can be 
prepared in readily soluble 15-gr. tablets and in cartridges 
of 23 drachms. 

BranD and Co. (11, Stanhope Street, W.). ‘The 
well-known specialities for invalids prepared by this firm were 
shown in great variety. One with which we were less 
acquainted than the others was Beef Broth; it is a fluid beef 
which can be taken as a jelly or diluted with water. It con- 
tains, we are informed, both the fibrous and extractive con- 
stituents, and is sent out in 8-0z. tins. It is certainly a very 
pleasant product, and should prove useful for the rapid 
preparation of beef tea. 

Borcoyne, Burpipags, AND Co. (12-16, Coleman Street, 
E.C ). This firm are sole agents for the Chemische Fabrik von 
Heyden, whose preparations—Creosotal and Durotal—both 
found a place on the stand. The former is a creosote car- 
bonate. The latter is a guaiacol carbonate, which is inodorous 
and tasteless; it is recommended for use in pulmonary 
tuberculosis and as an intestinal antiseptic in enteric fever. 
Unguentum Credé, another preparation shown, is an ointment 
of soluble metallic silver in a convenient form. Xeroform 
was also exhibited ; it is considered to be a good substitute 
for iodoform, and is stated to be non-poisonous and un- 
irritating. Novargan was shown in tablets; it is a silver 
preparation especially recommended for use in the treatment 
of gonorrhoea. For ordinary injections it is used in a 0.5 to 
1 per cent. solution, while in cases which it is hoped may abort 
a 15 per cent. solution is instilled. An ointment recom- 
mended by Neisser as an antisyphilitic was also on view, 
named Unguentum Heyden. It is prepared from Calomelol 
or Colloidal Calomel, which is stated to be less toxic than 
ordinary mercury subchloride. 

Cappury AND Co, This firm had upon view an attractive 
array of its various preparations, of which the ‘‘ Cadbury’s 
Cocoa” is too well known to require description, having Jong 
ago achieved popularity. The Milk Chocolate which the firm 
prepares is perhaps less familiar; it is made, we understand, 
of cocoa, sugar, and full cream milk, and is certainly a pleasant 
preparation. 

J. Drrrrs Sons (Houndsditch, London, <A 
model of the well-known Equifex disinfector was at work 
on the stall of this firm. Its advantages are probably 
well known to our readers, since it has long been on the 
market. Pasteur filters and a new drain tester were also on 
view, as likewise a model of a steam pasteuriser for milk, 
which has been made for the Borough of Lambeth; Pakes 
and Barnes’s Purifier for the continuous purification and cool- 
ing of milk in hospitals and similar institutions was also 
shown; it is well designed. 

A. De St. Damas anv Co. (Leicester). St. Dalmas Plaster 
and Strapping is by this time well and favourably known, 
and was to be seen on the firm’s stall in many varieties, such 
as strapping, ‘* National” Rubber Adhesive Plaster 
and “National” Mustard Plaster. The ‘‘ Leicester” Perfect 
Plaster of Paris bandages have the gypsum well incorporated 
in their meshes and thus can be carried about without loss to 
their utility. For the ‘ Varico” bandage it is claimed that it 
is lighter than a stocking and also cooler. It can be adjusted 
to any required pressure and retains its position. 

FaIrRCHILD BROTHERS AND Foster (Snow Hiil Buildings, 
London, E.C.). The Fairchild digestive products in tabloid 
form have long been familiar to medical men as issued by 
Messrs. Burroughs, Wellcome, and Co. They are now to be 
issued under the term of ‘‘Pepules,” and the latter can be 
procured containing either pepsine or zymine, or compounds 
of these with drugs. Other well-known products of this firm 
shown were Peptogenic Milk Powder for making fresh 
humanized milk at home, and Panopepton, which is a combi- 
nation of wheat flour in soluble condition with the nutritive 
parts of lean beef in a pleasant form. Another prominent 
exhibit was Lecithin, which is regarded as a nerve food. Itis 
derived from yolk of egg, but unlike native lecithin, it is free 
from er pam In its natural form lecithin is not pleasant to

M. Horr (29 New Bridge Street, E.C.). Ironol was the 
feature of this firm’s exhibit. It is a very palatable iron tonic, 
consisting, we were informed, of organic salts of iron; it does 
not blacken the teeth, and can be taken in mineral water or 
lemonade. The liquid malt extract already sufficiently well 
known as “ Hoff’s ” was also shown. : 

Horuick’s Matteo Mirx Co. (34, Farringdon Road, 
London, E.C.). The Malted Milk of this firm has now been 
favourably known for a good many years. In its essence itis 
a combination in about equal proportion of the solid con 
stituents of cow’s milk and extracts of wheat and barley malt, 
Two new ways in which it can be taken were shown at the 
stall devoted to it. One of these was in the shape of malted 
milk biscuits and the other as “The Ideal Lancheon” by using 
it with a cream-soda fountain.

Matting Manufacturing Company, Limited (Hart 
street, Bloomsbury, W.C.). This firm showed both its own 
varied products and those of Messrs. Carnrick and Co. Both 
firms are very well known for their dietetic preparations. 
Maltine was to be seen in a great number of different com- 
pinations, such as Maltine with Easton Syrup, with ‘* Chemi- 
eal Food,” with Hypophosphites, and with Iron. Of Maltine 
with Cod-liver Oil we long ago expressed a very favourable 
opinion, while Carnrick’s Liquid Peptonoids and the Beef 
Peptonoids, as a dry po wder, are both popular, being palatable 
and well borne even by a very delicate stomach. 

Newron, CHamBers AND Co., LimitEp (The Laboratories, 
Thorncliff, near Sheffield). ‘The exhibit of this firm was con- 
stituted by Izal in various forms. It is a disinfectant which 
was enormously used in South Africa during the war, and 
which is greatly favoured by numerous public bodies. It is 
non-corrosive and is said to be non poisonous. It was shown 
in the three forms in which it is commonly used: Ordinary, 
Medical, and Veterinary. There were specimens also of the 
way in which it has been applied to the production of soaps 
ad et a nearly all of which have gained con- 
siderable pop 

Son Co., Ltd. (170, Queen Victoria St.). 
Among the latest pharmaceutical products of their labora- 
tories shown by Messrs. Oppenheimer, Son, and Co. were 
aseptules of ergole, renaglandin and anaesthetic renaglandin. 
Aseptules are hermetically-sealed glass tubes, drawn out toa 
poe at which they may be easily broken without any danger 
ofsplintering, and as each contains a sufficient quantity of 
carefully-sterilized preparation for one. application their 
utility is very considerable. Ergole is a preparation of ergot 
of rye, which is believed to be three times the strength of the 
official preparation, and free from inert or irritating constit- 
uents.

Vital Statistics. 
ENGLISH URBAN MORTALITY IN THE SECOND QUARTER OF 1905. 
[SPECIALLY REPORTED FOR THE BRITISH MEDICAL JOURNAL.] 

THE vital statistics of the seventy-six large towns dealt with in the 
Registrar-General’s weekly returns are summarized in the accompanying 
table. During the three months ending June last, 111,006 births were 
registered in these towns, equal to an annual rate of 28.5 per 1,coo of the 
population, estimated at 15,609,377 persons in the middle of the year; in 
the corresponding quarter of the preceding year the rate had been 29 5 ber 
1,coo. In London the birth-rate last quarter was 27.0 per 1,000, while it 
averaged 29 2 per 1,000 in the seventy-five other large towns, among w hich 
the rates ranged from 17.3 in Bournemouth, 179 in Hastings, 190 in 
Hornsey, 20.2 in Halifax, 2:3 in Northampton, and 21.7 in Bury and in 
Bradford, to 34.7 in Sunderland, 35 oin Middlesbrough and in Tynemouth, 
35.2 in st. Helens, 38.2 in Merthyr [ydfil, and 38 6 in Rhondda. 

During the quarter under notice 57,159 deaths were registered in these 
towns, oe to an annual rate of 147 per 1.0co living, against a 
rate of 15.3 per 1 cooin the second quarter of last year In London the 
rate mortality was 14.3 per 1,cco; in the seventy five other large towns it

The causes of ¢48, or 1.1 per cent, of the deaths registered in the 
seventy-six towns last quarter were not cert'fied, either by a registered 
titioner or byacorouer. All the causes of death were duly certified in 
evden. Hornsey, Tottenham, southampton. Great Yarmouth, P'ywouth, 
Devonport, Derby, Stockport, Birke: head, Oldham, Huddersfield, York. 
cemouth, anda Cardiff; while the largest proportious of uncertified 
deaths were reg's'ered in Birmingham, Liverpool. St Helens, Warrington, 
Blackburn, Rotherham, South Shieids, and Gateshead. 


HEALTH OF ENGUISH TOWNS. 

In seventy-six of the largest English towns including London, 7.643 births 
and 5,226 deaths were registered durivg the week eudirg Saturday last, 
August r2th The annual rate of mortality, which had been 13.4, 15.0, and 
17oin the three preceding weeks, further rose last week to 17 5 per t,oco 

The rates in the several towos ranged from 5 oin Horney, 6.6 in Ipswich, 
6.7 in King’s Norton, 81 in Croydo., 85 ia Walthamstow, 87 in Ro:her- 
ham, 95 in West Hartlepool and in Gateshead, and 96 in Halifax, to 230 
in Grimsby, 23 4 in Hanley, 23 5 in East Ham, 23 7 in Norwich, 24 4 in War- 
rington. 24.7 in Birkenhead, 25.5 in Sheffield, 25 8in Bootle, 26 1 in Merthyr 
283 in Wigan, and 38 4 in Rhondda. Of the deaths in Khondda 39 
were due 10 (he colliery explosion at Wattstown Excluding these dea'hs 
the rate would have been 221 In London the death-rate was 17 3 per 1,000; 
while it averaged 17.5 in the seventy-five other large towns. The deatn 

rate from the principal infectious diseases averaged 5.4 per 1 ooo in the 
seventy-six twos; in London this death-rate was equal to 5.1 per 1,000, 
while among the seventy-five other large towns the rates ranged upwards 
to 90 in Walsall and in Birkenhead, 9.8 in Norwich, 9.9 in Grimsby, 11.4 
in Sheffield, 11.6 in Bootle, 13.2 in Wigan, and 15 7in West Ham. Measles 
caused a death-rate cf in Suaderland, 1.1 in Swansea, 1 4in Werthyr lyd- 
fil, and in Barrow-in-Fur:.ess ; whooping-cough of 1.1 in Middlesbrough, 
and: 6in Hanley; and diarrhoeaof8 3in Hulland in Rhondda, 8 4 inWalsall, 
8.5in Birken*ead, 8.9in Norwich, 9 Grimsby, 100 in Bootle, ro rin Shef- 
field, 13 2in Wigan. and 14.1 in West Ham. The mortality from scarlet fever, 
from diphtheria and from “ fever” showed 10 marked excess in any of the 
largetowns. No death from small-pox was registered last week in any of 
the seventy-six towns. The Metropolitan Asylums hospitals contained no 
small-pox patients on Saturday last. August 12th. The number of scarlet 
fever cases remaining under treatment in these hospitals and in the 
London Fever Hospital which had been 2,485, 2,550. and 2,632 at the end of 
the three preceding weeks. further rose to 2 670 at the end of last week ; 
¢ hew cases were admitted during the week, against 304, 352, and 366 in 

three preceding weeks. 


highest rates being recorded in Glasgow, Greenock, and Perth. The 219 
deaths registered in Glasgow included 5 which were referred to measles, 


these towns, which had been 18.3, 14.8, and 17.9 per 1.0co in three preceding 
weeks, fell to 176 per 1,coo in the week under notice, this figure being 0.6 
per 1 ooo higher than the mean annual rate in the English towns for the 
corresponding period. The figures ranged from 136 in Waterford, and 
15 8 in Cork to 21 2 in Dublin and 221 in Belfast The zymotic death-rate 
durivg the same period and in the same six Irish towus averaged 3 6 per 
1,000, OF 1.0 per 1,000 higher than during the precediug period, the highest 
figure, 6 7, being recorded in Belfast The deaths from diarrhoeal dis- 
eases rose to 76, of which 36 occurred in Belfast and 25 in Dublin.
